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policies, that the accounts of each class will be kept distinct and
separate and that * * * no part of the funds accumulated
or belonging to the participating department shall ever be vol-
unterily transferred to the nonparticipating department, ex-
cept such as the existing charter of the company * * * may
require. '

AN ACT to amend subsection (2) of section 202.11, relating to
the borrowing of money by town insurance companies.

Subsection (2) of section 202.11 is hereby amended
to read: (202.11) (2) The treasurer or person designated to re-
ceive such money may demand and receive two per cent in addi-
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tion to the amount of each such assessment for his fees in re-
ceiving and paying over the same. Such assessment, when col-
lected, shall be paid to the person entitled thereto according to
~ the terms of the policy issued to him. The corporation may bor-
row money without the levy of an assessment at the time of such
loan, on the condition that such money be used to pay losses in-
curred on or after the first day of November preceding, and that
an assessment or assessments to cover such loan for losses be levied
before the first day of November following, upon all persons in-
sured at the time such losses were incurred. No loan or renewal
thereof shall extend beyond the first day of January * * *
following the * * * date limit for levying the assessment
for the repayment of such loan as herein provided:

AN ACT to create subsection (4a) of section 29.09 of the stat-
utes, relating to duplicate deer tags.
